Three breeders from Iowa, Illinois and Ok- 


and the Texas and Oklahoma Agri- 
— Colleges made a real show of breed- 
ing and fat cattle. It was a distinct credit 
to the breed and to the exhibitors. It was 
a fight from the drop of the hat. Many 
previous decisions were reversed by the 
judge, John C. Blackwell, Fayette, Missouri. 
He worked hard, gave them his very best 
judgment and in most instances his decisions 
were well received. These cattle have been 
in the show circuit so long that many of 
them have lost much of their early bloom. 
Some have gone ahead and look better now 
than at the early shows. 

In the aged bull class the Leahy bull 
was easy first, but some were surprised 
when he was beaten for Senior Champion- 
ship. This is a very good type of bull and 
has many things to command him to Aber- 
deen-Angus breeders. Fullerton’s nice even- 
ly turned two-year-old bull easily headed his 
cass and was later on made Senior Cham- 
pion. He is a very pleasing type. Brown’s 
Senior yearling bull headed a very good 
dass. This is a very nice useful bull and 
in the opinion of many good judges could 
have been made Junior Champion. The oth- 
er two bulls were good types but lacked the 
wiformity of the winner. The Junior year- 
ling class was a close one, but the winner 
isareal good type. 

The Senior Calf Class while not strong in 
numbers was headed by a real show bull. 
The Fullerton calf was clearly the best and 
the judge in making him junior and grand 
champion surely found and appreciated a 
promising youngster. The Aberdeen-Angus 
breed needs more such young bulls. He is 
ateal credit to the breed. The Junior calves 
were a nice uniform lot. They were all good 
prospects and the ratings were very close. 
The group classes were close but the Fuller- 
‘on entries could not be denied their right 
tohead the classes. 


The female classes were strong and the 
latings very close. The Leahy cow easily 
ieaded the class. She is 2 good type and 
has plenty of quality. Four real good two- 
yeal-olds faced the judge, but hé soon found 
the top in the Fullerton entry Estelle 2nd, 
‘coking good heifer. She has the scale, 
formation, quality and smoothness of 
esh which made her clearly the Senior and 
ae champion of the show. The Leahy 
euler that stood second is another real show 
suet and was followed closely by a real 
heifer from the Brown herd. 


Fullerton again headed a good class of 
Senior yearlings with Queen of Sunbeam, 
a real show heifer. She was made Junior 
Champion. She was followed closely by two 
good heifers from the Browr herd. Leahy’s 
Glenmore Blackcap, a short aged heifer 
headed a good class of Junior yearlings. 
This is one of real good young heifers seen 
at any of our shows this year. She could 
have been made Junior Champion and no- 
body would have been hurt. She is a real 
Aberdeen-Angus type, just the kind we all 
like to see. She has the quality and breed 
type so much desired. The others were a 
nice useful lot, but not in a class with the 
winner. The Senior calf class was one of 
the largest and most uniformly good of the 
entire show. They were well placed, and 
clear down to the end they were of true Ab- 
erdeen-Angus type.

Aberdeen-Angus Fat Steers. 

The steers show both from the standpoint 
of numbers and quality ranked up as well or 
better than the other breeds. Fifteen steers 
were shown and there was not an inferior 
animal in any of the classes. The great state 
Agricultural Colleges of Texas and Okla- 
homa fought it with an Oklahoma breeder 
and a breeder from Iowa. The Colleges won 
the best prizes. It is a credit to the breed 
to have such good animals in use for class 
room work at our State Colleges. It can- 
not but make a most favorable impression 
upon the young men, who later on will be 
the breeders of this country. Let the good 
— go on because it is sure to bring re- 
sults. 

The Texas College Senior yearling steer 
is a real one. He has the scale, conforma- 
tion, quality and fleshing to make him a 
dangerous competitor in any show. He 
easily headed the class. The Junior year- 
ling class was a real fight and the winner, 
the Fullerton steer, is a good type, but could 
be more evenly fleshed. This was a close 
class as uniformity prevailed to the end of 
the class. The first and second prize win- 
ners from the Texas College, in the Senior 
calf class were a pair of corking good ones. 
The winner is a real show steer. He was 
later on made Champion. He is good enough 
to fight for top place at any of our best 
shows. He has wonderful depth, width, 
strength of back, width and filling of hind 
quarters. He has a wonderful depth of 
flesh and it is of the quality which pleases 
the most critical. His stable mate made a 
good second, thought not so uniform as the 
winner in width or depth of body and flesh- 
ing in the hind quarters. 

Oklahoma College captured both first and 
second prizes in the Junior class on a pair 
of real show prospects. They have the type, 
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quality and evenness of fleshing to make 
them dangerous in future shows. They will 
surely be heard from next year when the 


ratings are made.

At the Virginia State Fair this ‘year, there 
was exhibited the greatest show of Aber- 
deen-Angus ever held in Virginia both in 
number and quality.

Awaking to Responsibility. 

The Virginia members of the American 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association have 
awakened to the responsibility that rests 
upon them as individual members in the 
conduct of the affairs of the National As- 
sociation just as many other states are do- 
ing. For that reason the Journal is re- 
printing the letter that has gone out to the 
Virginia members over the signature of the 
state secretary A. W. Buchanan. The sen- 
timent expressed is that of a vast majority 
of the men who have ever attended an an- 
nual meeting where each member is sup- 
posed to exercise his franchise, but where 
no man’s vote counts for anything unless it 
happens to be polled with the proxy ma- 
jority, and then his individual vote does not 
count because there has always been enough 
without him. This is the time however that 
every proxy vote will count and it is the 
time when every one should be cast. Men 
of the South and East when you sign your 
proxy just recall the two pioneer breeders 
of your own country who are mentioned be- 
low and think how glad they would have 
been to had an opportunity to help put this 
disgusting arrangement away forever. The 
letter follows: 

Glade Spring, Va., Nov. 1, 1923. 
To Virginia Members of the American Ab- 
erdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association. 

Dear Sir: You have doubtless received 
letters and proxy cards from both those 
who favor a change to a representative 
form of government of the “American Ab- 
erdeen-Angus Association” and from those 
who favor holding on the proxy plan which 
we have at present. 

The Virginia Aberdeen-Angus <Associa- 
tion has been unanimous in its desire to 
have the American Association adopt the 
representative or delegate system of gov- 
ernment so that two or three men cannot 
control the affairs of the Association, as in 
the past. 

I have often heard the two pioneer breed- 
ers of Virginia, Mr. A. G. Parr and Mr. J. 
R. K. Bell, both of whom are now deceased, 
speak of the disgusting way in which the 
affairs of the Association were managed 
under the proxy system. And I have never 
heard a Virginia or an Eastern breeder, who 
had attended annual meetings at Chicago, 
speak of it except with the same feeling 
and expressions of disgust. 

We hope that at the annual meeting in 
Chicago in December that Virginia mem- 
bers will present a solid front favoring a 
representative form of government either 
by being present or by sending their proxy 
to Mr. Heber L. Hartley, Duluth, Minn., or 
to any of his associates on the committee. 
By sending proxies or by being there in 
person is the only way in which to do away 
with the proxy system. 

Hoping that Virginia will be there with 
a solid vote favoring the change, I am

Sales Reports Barometer. 

Many new breeders as well as the men 
who are contemplating taking up the breed- 
ing of pure bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle are 
carefully scrutinizing sales reports and 
keeping tab on the number of private sales 
being constantly reported in the Journal, 
using these reports as an indication of the 
times as well as a basis for price levels.

Quite nat- 
urally want a line on sale prices.” This 
good friend of the Journal had not yet re- 
ceived the last number of the Journal which 
gave a nice list of sales. The Journal is 
anxious to have full and complete reports 
on all public sales for they surely act as a 
barometer indicating average prices.

Does It Pay to Advertise? 
Here Is An Example. 

It was only about a fortnight ago that a 
certain firm dispersed a herd consisting of 
one hundred eleven head of Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle, all ages at a reported average of 
$33.20 per head. This story is not here re- 
cited to reflect upon the gentlemen who 
sold the offering but rather as an example 
of what may easily happen when one does 
not properly announce his sale to the gen- 
eral public, and above all to that portion 
which is interested in pure bred Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle. This firm considered no doubt 
every angle of the proposition and finally 
decided to sell the cattle without using space 
in the breed paper, possibly this was a wise 
and conservative move, however results of 
the sale compared with the results of sales 
that have used space in the breed paper 
would not so indicate. When good Aber- 
deen-Angus calves, suitable for baby beef 
work sell for less than $30.00 per round as 
against a recent sale where they reached 
nearly three times that amount, it begins 
to look like it would pay and that right 
well to let Aberdeen-Angus people know 
when and where you are going to sell and 
give them some sort of information con- 
cerning the offering. This matter is brought 
up at this time because there are a number 
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of good breeders who are undeg;

At the Royal. 

The justification for increasing the - 
pacity of the American Royal Show build. 
ing at the stock yards 25 per cent over that 
of the new building opened last year js 
shown in the totals of the entries that wil 
make up the breeding class sections Amer- 
can Royal week, November 17th to 24th, 
An average of 25 per cent increase in a- 
tries of breeding live stock over 1922 is 
shown in all classes of pure breds to be 
shown in the huge building with its eight 
acres of floor space. 

Hereford cattle lead the 1923 show list 
with 558 head entered, more than 25 pe 
cent increase over 1922, which was the larg- 
est Hereford cattle showing ever staged at 
any time or place. Breeding beef Shor- 
horns entered for 1923 total 310 head, the 
largest number ever entered in any Amer- 
can Royal. Fifty-five milking Shorthoms 
are entered, the first time this breed has 
ever been shown at the American Royal. 

Aberdeen-Angus total 174 head, a sub- 
stantial increase over 1922. Twenty-five 
Galloways will be shown this ‘year, making 
a grand total of 1105 pure bred cattle. 

In the swine section, the Spotted Polani 
Chinas lead with 221 head entered; Polani 
Chinas are second with 196 head; Hamp 
shires third with 140 head; Chester Whites 
fourth with 136 head; and Duroe Jerseys 
fifth with 146 head entered. Ninety-ont 
Berkshires complete the open class swine 
show with a total of 902 swine. 

The sheep division will have 375 head. 

Entries on the car lot cattle, swine, al 
sheep show do not close until Nov. 10th, » 
the totals of these sections cannot be a 
rived at as yet. 

In draft horses Percherons will lead wit 
103 head to show. There are 42 Belgia 
and 30 Clydesdales entered. The mule show 
will bring out 73 head, all “poppers in the 
parlance of Missouri mule men. 

None of the above figures include a 
portion of the car lot show of cattle, hogs 
or sheep. 
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
